COWS FOR THE 
DAIRY. 


Why It Does Not Pay Farmers to Feed In- 


ferior AnliuaU. 


There is no man who so imperatively 


iequires first-class stock as the intelli- 
gent poor man. The indifferent, lii/y 
ind shiftless poor man can get along 
hotter with that class of mosuatc-pio- 
ducing scum cattle that through gen- 
erations of abuse and neglect have 
[earned to endure the bitter uses of ad- 
versity and to make the most of 
their opportunities or, in the wouls of 
the vernacular, they can "hustle" lor 
themselves, and steal food with the 
best of them. They have their wits 
sharpened by hard experience just .is 
the newsboys and beggars do in large 
cities 
The man, however, who is poor 


and at the same time proud, ambitious 
and intelligent, and this describes tho 
mass ot Ameiica'3 young farmers, 
must put his wits to work to find some 
way of procuring for his own use the 
very best quality of cows. He knows 
that it does not pay to feed and handle 
indifferent dairy stock; that the poor 
cows have to be carried by the good 
ones, and are therefore worse than use- 
less in the herd; that they not only 
take up 
room, 
eat 
food, 
requite 


attendance and run 
the 
risk of 


dying without any chance of profit to 
him, 
but far worse than this, they 


greatly discourage him in the life work 
before him 
When he goes over his 


returns in milk and butter at the end 
of the year he charges all his losses to 
the cows right and left, without the 
slightest discrimination, and, of course, 
if the balance is on the wrong side of 
the account, or too near to it, he bal- 
ances them all alike nnd from that 
condemning the whole dairy business. 
If he had kept an account with^the pro- 
duct of each animal, as his intelligence 
should teach him is an absolute requi- 
site to a well-conducted dairy, he soon 
would have Icained, and before they 
began seriously to shrink in milk 
yield, that certain membeis of the herd 
were not profitable and would have 
gotten rid of them; his books would 
then have shown a return in dollars far 
in excess of the necessary outlay and 
he would have been encouraged to go 
on in the good work. His methods for 
securing better cows afterhe has found 
out which are the poor ones must lie 
left to his own invention. Where there 
is a will there is always a way, and if 
3 ou-have not the ready money to buy 
them, then study up howtogrow them. 
This method is always open and is by 
far the better plan if the farmer only 
has the patience and pluck to study and 
stay. Time works wonders when a pur- 
pose is steadily persisted in.—American 
Dairyman.

concerned. 


In an Interview yesterday, Felix Pijat, 


the. veteran Socialist andjnew deputy from 
Marseilles, declared that he agreed with, 
the Boulangists in demanding a revision 
of the constitution, but said that he did 
not agree with them as to the manner in 
witch they wished to strengthen the 
presidential powers, which oloselv bor- 
dered upon dictatorship. "I would abol- 
ish," said he "the desire to return to the 
constitution of the first Republic. With a 
single chamber, the presidency means a 
limited monarchy." 


Fyat said that he abhorred the plebiscite 


because It did not expresp the will of the 
people. He concluded tb« interview by 
saying that it it was notorious that Gen- 
eral Bonlanger aimed at supreme power. 


CONFIDENCE IN M. FREYCINET. 


PARIS, April 24.—In the Chamber of 


Pepaties yesterday, 
Premier 
Ploquet 


agreed to an immediate debate upon 
Comte Martinprey's interpellation re- 
garding the appointing of a civilian to 
the war office, the portfolio of which is 
held by M. Freycinet. The Comte de- 
clared that M. Floquet's action in appoint- 
ing M. Freycinet was 
revolutionary 


and would have a deplorable effect upon 
the army, 


M. Floquet replied that under the mon- 


archy there was as many civil as military 
war ministers. He claimed that it was 
revoluntiary to force general agitations 
1ft political circles. The government had 
thought that it was best to secure a man 
who was competent to execute their pro- 
gramme. He reminded the chamber of 
the patriotism displayed by M. Freycinet 
in 1870, as chief of the military cabinet 
under Gambetta. 


M. Freycinet declared that he had not 


sought the office, and had only assumed 
it upon earnest solicitation. The national 
defense, he said, belonged to the .Repub- 
licans, to whom France had been left un- 
armed and mutilated. He knew his duties, 
and would perform them with energy and 
patriotism. In conclusion, M. Freycinet 
said that he reckoned upon receiving the 
confidence of the chamber. 


An order of the day, expressing confi- 


dence in the appointment of M. Freycinet, 
was then adopted by a vote of 377 to 176. 
On motion of Deputy Maret, the report of 
the Panama lottery committee, advising 
that the loan be authorized, was tabled.

The Emperor ad' 
vanced to the car, in which the Queen was, 
and the latter rose quickly to greet him 
The Emperor saluted her by kissing her 
hand. He then offered the Queen his 
arm and escorted her to the waiting-room 
of the station, which had been elaborately 
decorated, and where dejeuner had been 
prepared. A short stop only was made, 
and the royal party soon proceeded on 
their way. 


In deference to the Queen's wishes, no 


official reception will be given on her ar 
rival in Berlin.

Baden, will receive the Queen on her ar- 
rival, and she will be driven directly to 
the castle at Charlottenburg, where quar 
ters have been especially prepared for 
her.

The 
letter of July 1 asked for reinstatement of 
a Mr. Nelson, of Westchester. who had 
been dismissed from Squire's depart 
ment. Squire said he saw Governor Hill, 
and explained that Nelson had ^een re- 
moved by Mr. Thompson, his predecessor, 
and if he (Squire) reinstated hint, it would 
cause friction with Thompson. "What do 
you care"? asked Governor Hill, and the 
reinstatement was made. 


The other letters of Governor Hill to 


Mr. Squire were simply replies acknowl- 
edging Squire's congratulations, and in-

Chamberlain Ivlns was called. Wit- 


ness, at Mayor Grace's request, found that 
Mr. Squire's history tn his native town 
was unsavory. Then Mr. Grace said that 
Mr. Sqnire should go. The commissioner of 
Accounts and Mr. Ivins (as Mayor Grace's 
counsel) found that there were irregulari- 
ties in Squire's office. In 1885 Mr. Thomp- 
son came on the scene, and expressed a 
desire to have Squire romoved. It Is well 
known that Squire was continually beat- 
ing the Civil-Service board. Thompson 
showed witness a copy of the famous 
Squire letter, and witness told Thompson 
that there was nothing more needed than 
the original letter to oust Squire. In Jan- 
uary witneus laid the matter before Gov- 
ernor Hill, and urged the removal of 
Squire. The Governor said he placed no 
reliance on alleged copies of letters that 
were intended to remove officials, and that 
he would not take any action in the re- 
moval of Squire until tha original letter 
was produced and an indictment found. 
Witness said Squire's evidence on Satur- 
day respecting hi» talk with him (Ivlns) 
about the purchase of his office is unquali- 
fiedly false from beginning to end. 


Herman Clark, of Clark & O'Brien, was 


called. He said O'Brien came to him and 
said he would like to raise money to take 
np a $10,000 note of Governor Hill's, which 
was indorsed by Muller & O'Brien. He 
Indorsed the note. When the note mfc- 
tured, it was taken up and anoiher sub- 
stituted, indorsed by Maurice B. Flynn 
and John O'Brien. When this note ma- 
tured it was substituted by another, bat 
Mr. O'Brien's name was not on it. The 
money was paid by the firm and charged 
to O'Brien. 
On account of advancing 


money to Peterson & Co., to whom they 
sublet the contract, the flrtn of Clark & 
O'Brien was to retain ten. per cent of the 
money received from the city by Peterson 
& Co., as the work was performed. Wit- 
ness said he had received fifteen hundred 
dollars from Peterson, which Peterson 
said he had been asked to contribute 
toward taking up Governor Hill's note. 
In speaking to O'Brien about the money, 
he said to him that he (O'Brien) had bet- 
ter take Peterson's money, back to him, 
as he (witness) did not believe in contrib- 
uting money for political purposes. I 
told O'Brien that if he did not take the 
money back, it would be charged against 
his own recount 


O'Brien, the witness said, favored the 


Aqueduct bill. 
When 
witness asked 


O'Brien when he expected to get his 
money back that was contributed toward 
taking up Hill's note, O'Brien said he 
would take care of it himself. O'Brien 
frequently approached witness about pay- 
ing political assessments. Witness could 
not see why he, a Republican, should pay 
Democratic assessments. 
He opposed 


bringing politics into tbe business. 
O'Brien replied that the Democrats were 
friendly to him (O'Brien), and they should 
contribute something. The $i,000 note 
was taken up by the firm at O'Brien's re- 
quest after the fall campaign, and twenty- 
five hundred dollars also contributed to 
the Democratic committee. The political 
assessment payments were made three 
weeks after the firm got the contract. 
Those contributions were the occasion of 
a quarrel between witness and Partner 
O'Brien.

[racy to produce at the next hearing 
some important letters concerning polit- 
ical assessments. 


Delancey Nicoll was called as a witneds, 


and testified.that he went to Albany to 
oppose Squire and Fliun'a application to 
the Governor to have tlie Attorney-Gen- 
eral take charge of the trial of these per- 
sons. The Governor i efused to interfere, 
and said the county officials were compe- 
tent to conduct the case. In conversa- 
tion, the Governor told Nicoll that he was 
anxious to see the trial pushed. He sug- 
gested that the trial be under section* 
63 and 54, which would make the charges 
stronger. He did not suv how he would 
act on the pstition for S quire's removal, 
but said there was nn filond so close to 
him as to make him d«rtwt from his duty. 
Adjourned until Sfttm miy. 


The comrnitte requested, upon recon- 


vening, that the witue •>, furnish as much 
information as possible, after examining 
his papers, as to drawbacks. He was then 
again asked if he was i aceiviug a salary 
from the Atlantic i eflnerv, as its treas- 
urer, and he replied in the affirmative.

The farmers of Illinois, members ol 


Granges, Alliances, Wheels and other 
social organizations, will meet in Deoatur 
on Thursday and hold an important con- 
ference in connection with the State 
Labor convention. They intend to form 
a political organization. A local repre- 
sentative is authority for the following 
set of grievances The farmers complain 
that they are improperly taxed; that res- 
idents of cities are not compelled to pay 
their proportion of taxes, that the fann- 
ers do not have a fair show m the courts 
of justice aa agaiast office-holders, rail- 
road and other monopolies, and that the 
present financial policy of the govern- 
ment is oppressive. By political action 
the farmers hope to seek a cure for the 
foregoing evils by abolishing the national 
banks, and the election of judge* m full 
sympathy with their claims. The new 
organization will probably be styled the 
Illinois Farmers' Alhance.and very likely 
the Labor platform of 1887 adopted at 
Cincinnati, will be endorsed. This plat- 
form advocates a graduated land tax on 
all large estates, especially those held for 
speculative purposes; the reclamation ot 
all unearned land grants, laws prevent- 
ing corporations from acquiring real 
estate beyond the actual requirements of 
their business, that the means of trans- 
portation and communication shall be 
owned and opeiated by the government, 
that a monetary system in the interest 
of the producer instead of the speculator 
shall be established, and that arbitration 
shall in all cases take the place of stnkes

fine fame of an ordinary flre We staid till, 
it being darkish, we saw the fire as only one 
entire arch of Ore from this to tbe other side 
of the bridge and In a bow up the hill for an 
arch of above u mile long, it made me weep 
to see it" 


So for days tlie story goes on till nearly a 


week has passed Tho flre reaches the foot of 
tho lane the day after Popys and Sir William 
Ponn have dug a hole in the garden and 
buried their wine in it not forgetting a Par- 
mesan cheese and some papers, and he and 
tho prettj 
wily wife, with some friends, 


carry tho gold to a boat and escape to Wool- 
wich, Pepys leaving the treasure there with 
a charge that it must bo watched night and 
day, and hastening back to watch once more 
the inarch of fli o and flama 


At last it ends, when all have lost reckon- 


ing even of tho days of the week, and Pepys, 
with a long drawn breath of relief, celebrates 
the release from anxiety by hurrying to a 
fitend s lodging, "where," he writes chorac 
tcristically, • I borrowed a shirt and washed " 
A week later tho wine and "Parmesan 
cheese," aio once more in the proper place, 
furniture is set up again, and Pepys goes to 
church and a thanksgiving service that the 
flro is o\ er objecting strongly to tbe cheap 
wit of the preacher, who tells them the 
' city is reduced from a large folio to a 
decimo tortio," and gives them altogether "a 
bad pool sermon " 


Generations ago the house was destroyed 


and ware bouses took its place, the whole re- 
gion, indeed, is given over to trade, yet in 
the midst of man's strenuous endeavors after 
all goods of this world rises one reminder of 
another, untouched by fire, black with age, 
and giving final resting place to the busy 
Pepys, who often passed in through tbe gate- 
way opening OB Seething lane 
It is bis 


parish church, St Olaves In Hart street, 
often spoken of in the Diary ai "our owne 
church," filled with curious old tombs and 
beautiful specimens of old iron work, and 
dedicated like various other churches of that 
period to a Norwegian who came to England 
and fought on behalf of Ethelred II against 
tho Danes, eventually becoming a Christian 
blir-solf, to tbe deep disgust of bis Norse fel- 
lows m arms. His stor> ends in murder, as 
do most stones of these early days, and the 
church is, his chief monument 
Over the 


gateway skulls ore carved, a memorial of the 


Unu of the plague, of which Pepys write* In 
full The church yard was given up to those 
who had died of It, Mid Pepyg records, Jan. 
30,1685 


"Home, finding the town keeping the day 


solemnly, it being the day of the king's mar- 
ther. and they being at church, I presently 
went into the church. This is the first time 
I have been in the church since I left London 
for tbe plague, and it frightened me indeed 
to go through tbe church more than I thought 
it could have done to see so many graves lie 
so high upon the churchyard where peoplo 
have been buried of the plague. I was much 
ti oubled at it, and do not think to go through 
it again a good while " 


Two epitaphs in the old church deserve 


repetition—one over two brothers, aldermen, 
but evidently progenitors of the Cheerybla 
brothers, which sums up their methods as 
follows 


The happy summe and end of their affaires 
Provided well both for their eoiues and belres. 
The other pays less heed to th* ideal of 


business readers then and now 


As I was, so be ye 
Aa I am, you shall be, 
f oat I gave that I have, 
That I spent, that I had 
Thus I end all my coste, 
That I left that I last* 


Thus John Orgone and Dame Ellyne his 


wife, who, from tbe brass set up in 1584, still 
speak their words of warning to the heedless 
throng without, who pay small head to such 
ghostly monition, and for the most part, 
have no knowlege of its existence. 
They 


glance at "The Crate of the Dead' audits 
triplet of skulls as they hurry past, but why 
the skulls are there, or why Hart street 
suddenly becomes Crutched Friars, they have 
no time to question. 
The latter is a puzzle 


even to those who have time, till a little in- 
vestigation discloses tbe fact that long, long 
ago, m tho Thirteenth centui y, a convent 
and it* gardens bad place there, the convent 
of Crossed or Crouched Friars (Fratrea 
Sanctae Crucis), popularized into Crutched 
Friars This degeneration of names is one of 
tbe perpetual stumbling blocks in the way of 
the pilgrim who pauses close by at 
Nightingale lane, wondering, as the «ya 
lingers on the sooty fronts of wore house and 
manufactory, when the nightingales ceased 
their vocation, if indeed they ever began it 
It proves presently that they never did, a 
fact much in their favor, since only toe most 
obtuse of birds could find reason for singing 
in such precincts 
But tbe name means 


something after all, being a queer corruption 
of "Knighten Guild lane," so called ia 
memory of one of those periodical and gener 
ally suppressed rulings of Anglo-Saxon spirit 
against intolerable tyranny 
Filled with 


busy, prosperous workers, Edgar the king 
pitched upon it as a desirable gift for thir- 
teen of his knights, -who took possession with 
the calmness born of long practice, forming 
themselves into a liberty known as Knighten 
guild 
But tbe inhabitants, who found thir- 


teen masters coo much for them, rose up and 
departed to another portion of the city, and 
thus tbe land, OB on old chronicler recorda, 
was "left desolate and forlorn by reason of 
too much servitude " 


It is tbe story of old London, always crop- 


ping to the surface when the first layer of 
sentiment and association has been removed, 
and an ever fresh proof, if proof were needed, 
that the former days were not "better than 
these " If oppression is still rampant, and 
human nature much the same in essence, at 
least there are thousands where once tons 
were to be numbered, thinking out remedies 
and working eagerly toward the better day 
to come No greed or blindness of the Nine- 
teenth century alters this fact, and if many 
wrighted wrongs are our inheritance, there 
is deeper sense of what wrong means, and 
deeper purpose to leave as few as may be for 
tho next generation to reproach us with The 
daiksideof life gi ows plainer because there 
are clearer eyes to see and when all eyes are 
open tbvrewill be no dai k side
